Springfield. 111., Fob. T —An opinion 
that reiterates his form er holding that 
the governor of Illinois has no legal 
rig ht to call ou t the state m ilitia to 
enforce 
the dram shop act, has been 
given to G overnor Denecn by A ttorney 
G eneral Stead. 
Tin* decision com es in 
response to qu estions recently su bm it­ 
te d to the governor hy J L II. Dolliver, 
of Lockport. D olliver held tha t if tiro 
governor of M issou ri had a right to d e ­ 
clare tbe “lid” on si niiar pow ers shou ld 
he given to the governor of Illinois. 
The attorey general cites the « liffer- 
ence in tin* law s in Illinois and Mis­ 
sou ri and says: 
Govenors H a ve Different sta tu s. 
“ If Mr. D olliver. and those w ho are 
criticising the present adm inistration, 
w ill candidly consider this fact, they 
will u nderstand in part, ¡it least, how 
the governor on this side of the river 
differs in his sta tu s from the one on 
the w estern siile. The contention that 
it is the du ty of the governor to call 
ou t the m ilitia to execu te the dram shop 
act w henever the officers of the city or 
cou nty fall to or re-fu se to do their 
du ty, m erits no consideration, and I 
will not discu ss it. 
The crim inal law s 
of the state are am ple-for the prosecu ­ 
tion ¡ind pu nishm ent of violators of the 
dram shop n<-t. as well ¡is tin* prosecu ­ 
tion au d pu nishm ent of violators of 
any other law« of tin* state."
